Schools call out bullying behavior

ith school bullying at the forefront 

W of many parents’ thoughts with 

the start of school on Sept. 6, lo- 

cal school officials are taking a proactive 

approach to preventing bullying within their 
own school districts, Agawam included. 

In May 2010, Gov. Deval Patrick signed 
into law comprehensive legislation to ad- 
dress bullying in both public and non-public 
schools, an act that requires school leaders 
to create and implement strategies to prevent 
bullying, and to address bullying promptly 
and effectively when it occurs. In response

lrene’s winds

AGAWAM — For all the forecasts and 
reports projecting the severity of the tropical 
storm known as Irene, the town of Agawam 
remained largely unaffected Sunday, thanks 
in large part to the preparedness of public 
safety officials and public works personnel. 
Tropical Storm Irene, which struck parts 
of the country with hurricane-force winds 
— caused minimal damage here compared to 
other surrounding communities. 

Following the storm, Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen complimented all town departments 
for their preparation. Locally, approximately 
seven to eight inches of rain fell and Cohen 
said there were no major floods in town, 
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Schools’ “Bullying Prevention and Interven- 
tion Plan” was drafted. It was finalized in 
December 2010, said Teresa Urbinati, prin- 
cipal of Benjamin J. Phelps School, who led 
the task force to develop the plan. 

This school year will mark the first full 
year that the plan will be in place for stu- 
dents, she said. 

According to the 20-page Bullying Pre- 
vention and Intervention Plan (which is 
available for download on the Agawam 
Public Schools website), it is the school 
department’s commitment “to provide a 
positive and safe learning environment for 
all students free from bullying and cyberbul- 
lying ... It is expected that all members of 
the school community will treat each other 


though officials are Be - 
monitoring the 
necticut River and the 
bike trail along River 
Road. 

“There 1s some con- 
cern about the potential 
for flooding because the 
river has risen,’ said Co- 
hen.

in a civil manner and with respect for dif- 
ferences.” 

Included in the plan is a definition for 
what constitutes bullying: “The repeated use 
by one or more students of a written, verbal, 
or electronic expression or a physical act or 
gesture or any combination thereof, directed 
at a target that causes physical or emotional 
harm to the target or damage to the target’s 
property; places the target in reasonable fear 
of harm to himself or herself or of damage 
to his or her property; creates a hostile en- 
vironment at school for the target; infringes 
on the rights of the target; or materially and 
substantially disrupts the education process 
or the orderly operation of a school.” 

Bullying does include cyberbullying, 
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come to fruition; wind speeds 
reached 30 to 40 miles per 
hour in Agawam. 

Flooding on town roads, 
including Barry Street, was 
very minimal and had mostly 
subsided by Monday, of- 
ficials said. Physical dam- 
age, including downed trees 
and buildings, was minimal. 
Cohen said it was limited to 
what commonly occurs in a 
thunderstorm. 

“We had some downed 
trees and a few power lines 
that were taken out by the 
storm,’ Cohen said. “But 
power has been restored ev- 
erywhere in town and none 
of our buildings suffered any 
damage. Overall, the town 
of Agawam dodged a big bullet with this 
storm.” 

Though damage was not nearly what was 
expected last Friday afternoon, a conference

Remembering those lost, 
affected by 9/11 attacks 


10th anniversary ceremony planned

AGAWAM — Ask anybody where they 
were that day, and they’ll tell you. Sept. 11, 
2001 was a day that Americans will never 
forget, and this year, the town of Agawam 
will pause to remember those who lost their 
lives that day. 

On Sept. 11, the town will present a 9/11 
Remembrance Ceremony at the Agawam 
Fire Department Headquarters at 800 Main 
St. at 9:30 a.m. 

City Councilor 
George Bitzas has 
been helping organize 
the ceremony since its 
inception after a monu- 
ment of the World Trade 
Center’s Twin Towers 
was built and placed in 
front of the fire depart- 
ment. 

The Sept. 11th Memo- 
rial was dedicated on Sept. 
11, 2002. It is a 12-inch by 
12-inch by 76-inch high 
monument planned and 
designed by Bitzas. It was 
funded by Berkshire Power, 
Six Flags New England, John’s Trucking 
Company, Santo DeSpirt Marble and Gran- 
ite, Baystate Gas, and Berkshire Bank. 

Bitzas said the ceremony is a must for 
Agawam residents. 

“This 1s our country and we need to be an 
example to others,” said Bitzas. “I am very 
proud to be an American and believe we 
should stand united.” 

Bitzas found some stone in back of Aga- 
wam Town Hall not long after the Sept. 11 


attacks and said he went home and began 
using foam to build a model of a potential 
monument that would include the Twin Tow- 
ers. 

The monument was constructed and the 
fire department has been used as the site of 
the 9/11 ceremony ever since. As the de- 
signer of the memorial, Bitzas will deliver 
a speech about the importance of patriotism 
and remembering those lost in the attacks at 
the conclusion of the ceremony. 

New this year to the ceremony will be the 
lighting of three candles. Bitzas said the three 
candles are being lit for the three 
buildings hit by hijacked 
planes. One for each of 
the Twin Towers, the other 
for the Pentagon, which 
was hit in Washington, 

D. C. A fourth plane did 
not hit its intended target 
and crashed in Penn- 
sylvania thanks to the 
bravery of the passen- 
gers on board. 

For the lighting of the candles, 
three children, Emily Gillis, 8, 
Cameron Gillis, 6, and Hope Gravanis, 8 
were chosen to take part in the ceremony. 

The Agawam High School band will pro- 
vide the music for the somber event, includ- 
ing playing Taps. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen, Fire Chief Alan 
Sirois and Police Lt. Eric Gillis will place 
the wreaths. A rendition of “Going Home” 
will be performed by Fire Lt. B. J. Calvi. 

Cohen, State Sen. James Welch, D-West 
Springfield, and State Rep. Nicholas Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick, will give speeches at the 
ceremony.

Spam those scans 


he phrase “if it’s too good to be true, it 

probably is” wasn’t penned or stated by 
chance — there is truth behind it. And, that 
phrase couldn’t be truer than for the fraudu- 
lent emails that seem to flood our accounts 
on a daily basis. It seems like for every one 
legitimate email there are multiple scams. 
It is time to spam those scans and be smart 
about what is real and what isn’t. 

If you haven’t played a lottery in a for- 
eign country, why would you win it? If you 
don’t know of a relative in Nigeria, why 
would they randomly contact you and ask 
for money? If you weren’t in New York City, 
why would you have a speeding ticket? The 
short answer is this: because they are frauds, 
fakes, scams. Those sending the emails are 
looking to rip people off. Whether it is by 
directly asking to send money or through 
sending a virus to download personal infor- 
mation and eventually crash your computer, 
they all end the same — with you left asking, 
why did I ever fall for that one? 

Don’t be fooled by the scams that seem to 
rule the email world. When you get an email 
that is suspicious, especially if it is coming 
from someone you don’t know and they are 
asking for money, it is best to delete it or re- 
port it to your local police department. Don’t 
even open it, because that in itself can al- 
low spyware to start doing what it was made 
for — spy on your information. Spyware can 
be installed on computers and collect small 
pieces of information about users without 
their knowledge. The presence of spyware is 
typically hidden from the user, and can be 
difficult to detect. 

Those most vulnerable are the elderly, 
who typically don’t have as much experi- 
ence with computers and email. Although 
there are quite a few tech-savvy seniors, they 
seem to be the ones preyed on the most by 
the scammers. Also at risk are young people 
who have left home and are living on their 
own for the first time. They may be looking 
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to make money quick and could fall victim to 
a scam. If you are ever asked to send money 
to receive more money and it’s too good to 
be true ... it probably is. Just remember that 
phrase. Also, don’t every give out personal 


information such as bank account numbers, 
credit card numbers, debit card numbers, 
Social Security numbers, birth date, moth- 
er’s maiden name, etc., unless you are 100 
percent sure as to who it 1s for. If you have

to stop and think, don’t do it. 

Don’t fall victim to the scams that run 
wild in email. Send those scams straight to 
the spam account.

Sunday, the sun was shining in Agawam and 
utility and cleanup crews were out clearing 
up what little damage there was in town. 
Rain was intermittent through the day on 
Saturday and the heavy hurricane rain started 
at approximately 1 a.m. Sunday. Heavy rain 
continued for about 12 hours before giving 
away to wind. 

Other areas nearby were not as fortunate. 
In neighboring Westfield, the Westfield River 
level caused major flooding along East Main 
Street in front of the Westfield Shops, clos- 
ing the area Sunday and postponing the start 
of school Monday. The flooded area was just 
a few miles from the Agawam town line.

To that end, the Bullying Prevention and 
Intervention Plan includes, among other 
things, clear procedures for students, staff, 
parents/guardians and others to report bully- 
ing or retaliation; a provision that reports of 
bullying or retaliation may be made anony- 
mously; the range of disciplinary actions 
that may be taken against an aggressor for 
bullying; procedures for restoring a sense of 
safety for a target and assessing that target’s 
need for protection; a provision that a stu- 
dent who knowingly makes a false accusa- 
tion of bullying or retaliation shall be sub- 
ject to disciplinary action; a plan for ongoing 
processional development, and more. 

“T feel confident that the administration 
has discussed and reviewed the plan,” said 
Urbinati. ““We’ve reviewed what our respon- 
sibilities are and we have a good plan in 
place.” 

She did caution parents that there are cer- 
tain confidentialities that are involved with 
the implementation of the plan. Oftentimes, 
when a child is bullied, that child’s parent/ 
guardian would like to know that the aggres- 
sor is punished and what form that punish- 
ment takes. The current bullying prevention 
and initiative plan prohibits the schools from 
telling the target’s family about what hap-

pened to the aggressor, said Urbinati. 

She went on to state that school officials 
would work with the aggressor following a 
bullying complaint. 

“We want to help that child learn not to be 
an aggressor,” she said. 

Overall, the purpose of the plan is to make 
a difference for students: both potential tar- 
gets and aggressors. 

All teachers and school support staff are 
trained in policy procedures, said Urbinati. 
At the beginning of each school year, writ- 
ten notice of the policy and the bullying 
prevention and intervention plan will be 
distributed to all employees and a summary 
will be provided to consultants, contractors 
and volunteers. A summary of the policy in 
age-appropriate terms has been incorporated 
in the Code of Conduct Handbook, and will 
state explicitly that a violation of the policy 
is subject to disciplinary action under the 
student code of conduct. The policy will 
be posted on the Agawam Public Schools’ 
website, on each individual school building 
website, in each school building office, and 
within the Agawam Public Library and Town 
Hall Clerk’s office.

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Preparing your kids for the back-to-school season 


SPRINGFIELD - Not all children look 
forward to returning to school in the fall, 
especially those who might have developed 
a chronic illness such as diabetes or asthma 
over the summer months. 

“Parents can ease their child’s fears about 
getting sick at school by assuring them they 
have created an ‘action plan’ and shared it 
with school officials, which is designed to 
help prevent any aggravations of their illness 
and spells out exactly what to do should an 
emergency situation arise,’ said Dr. Mat- 
thew Sadof, attending physician, Baystate 
High Street Health Center - Pediatrics. 

“As chair of the Pioneer Valley Asthma 
Coalition, I can attest to the life-threatening 
nature of asthma and the importance of the 
need for an Asthma Action Plan to be shared 
with your child’s school, as well as any other 
health action plans that might be needed for 
food allergies, seizures and other disorders 
for which an emergency situation might oc- 
cur at school,” he added. 

An action plan is an individualized man- 
agement plan developed in conjunction with 
the child’s pediatrician that can be shared 
with the school nurse, teachers and other ap- 
propriate school officials. General informa- 
tion should be included in the plan such as 
emergency contact names and phone num- 
bers, contact names and phone numbers for 
your healthcare provider, as well as disease 
specific information that for asthmatics 
would include severity, triggers, medications 
and doses, signs and symptoms, and what to 
do when an episode occurs. In the case of 
diabetes, for example, an action plan would 
consists of the timing of meals and snacks, 
instructions on how to administer insulin, 
as well as blood sugar testing and other key 
information your pediatrician deems neces- 
sary. 


Especially for younger children, you will 
also need to make a list to share with the 
school of medications that must be given to 
your child during the day. The school should 
also be made aware of any special diet re- 
strictions your child is under. 

“As for seemingly healthy children, the 
back-to-school season can serve as an im- 
portant reminder to schedule your child’s 
yearly physical exam,’ said the Baystate 
Children’s Hospital pediatrician. 

In addition to identifying any potential 
health problems and addressing them in a 
timely manner, a child’s well-care visit gives 
a pediatrician an opportunity to answer any 
questions a child might not feel comfort- 
able asking a parent about, such as drinking, 
drugs and sexual activity. 

“Be sure to ask your pediatrician if your 
child’s immunizations are current. It’s im- 
portant that children of all ages receive their 
vaccinations on time as a way of safeguard- 
ing their long-term health, as well as that of 
friends, classmates and others in the com- 
munity,’ said Dr. Sadof. 

‘Also, keep in mind that kids in pre-school 
and elementary school need flu vaccines 
to protect them from the virus. In fact, all 
children six months and older need flu vac- 
cines,” he added. 

Scheduling that “back-to-school” physical 
will also give parents an opportunity to bring 
with them any permission slips that a doc- 
tor needs to sign before a child is allowed to 
participate in school sports. It’s also a good 
idea to ask your child’s pediatrician about 
any safety gear, such as helmets, that should 
be used for a particular sport, as well as any 
precautions that might need to be taken. 

“As the first day of school nears, you will 
need to get your child’s sleep schedules back 
on track after allowing them to stay up later 
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and sleep longer in the morning,” said 

Dr. Sadof. 
To prepare for the big day, start setting bed- 
times earlier and earlier over a two-week 
period. Numerous studies have shown that 
lack of sleep affects a child’s school per- 
formance. In general, school-aged children 
need anywhere between 9-12 hours of sleep 
each night, he noted. 

Also, in the hustle and bustle of the school 
year beginning, don’t let your child leave 
home without a healthy breakfast. 

“How many times have you heard that 
breakfast is the most important meal of the 
day? It’s true, especially for kids,” said Dr. 
Sadof. 

According to the American Dietetic As- 
sociation, research indicates eating in the 
morning is essential for children’s school 
performance and overall health. And, kids 
who eat breakfast tend to do better at school 
and maintain a healthier weight and choles- 
terol. 

When shopping for school supplies, es- 
pecially consider your choice of backpacks. 
The increased amount of large books and 
other materials a child carries to and from 
school today in their backpack can result in 
back pain. 

Parents should choose a backpack with 
wide, padded shoulder straps and a pad- 
ded back. When filling the backpack — pack 
light. Organize the backpack to use all of its 
compartments. Pack heavier items closest to 
the center of the back. The backpack should 
never weigh more than 10-20 percent of 
your child’s total body weight. Always have 
your child use both shoulder straps. Sliding 
a backpack over one’s shoulder can strain 
muscles. Also, consider a rolling backpack, 
an especially good choice for students who 
must tote a heavy load. Remember, however,

that rolling backpacks must still be carried 
up the stairs and they may be difficult to roll 
in the snow. 

“Today, as we learn more and more about 
bullying in our society, parents and educa- 
tors are becoming increasingly concerned 
about these aggressive behaviors which not 
only have physical effects, but can take a toll 
on a child’s emotional health forever,’ said 

Dr. Sadof. 

One of the most important things a par- 
ent can do if their child is being bullied is 
to report the situation to a school leader. Go 
in calmly with a list of the exact events and 
make sure to ask what the school is going to 
do to handle the problem. Ask school lead- 
ers about what they are doing to empower 
the bystanders — those children aware of the 
bullying, but who are not the victims them- 
selves — to speak out in defense of a victim. 

“Encouraging speaking up 1s an important 
effort schools can undertake to help change 
the culture around tolerating bullying,” add- 
ed Dr. Sadof.

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Back to school safety tips from 
Safe Kids of Western Mass. 
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Packing your child a healthy 
lunch to survive the school day 


SPRINGFIELD — From the school play- 
ground to street-crossings to riding the bus, 
children and parents have a lot to think about 
this back-to-school season and safety, as al- 
ways, should be at the forefront. 

“Each back-to-school season it’s impor- 
tant for both parents and children to remem- 
ber to review back-to-school safety,’ said 
Mandi Summers, co-coordinator of Safe 
Kids of Western Massachusetts headquar- 
tered at Baystate Children’s Hospital. 

Safe Kids recommends doing your home- 
work before your child goes back to school 
by reviewing the following important tips 
for back-to-school safety. 


Walking to school 

* Choose the safest route with the fewest 
street crossings and walk the route with your 
children to familiarize them 
with it. 

* ‘Teach children not to 
enter the street from behind 
parked cars or from behind ™ 
bushes or shrubs, to check 
both left and right before 
crossing, and to walk, not run. 

* Tell your children not to accept rides 
from strangers and make sure not to ap- 
proach cars they aren’t familiar with. Have 
them report any suspicious activity to a par- 
ent or teacher. 


Bus safety 

“Many injuries occur when children are 
boarding or exiting a school bus because a 
blind spot extends approximately ten feet in 
front of the bus, obstructing the driver’s view. 
Children not aware of the blind spot may 
mistakenly believe if they can see the bus, 
the driver can see them,” Summers said. 

Educate children on the proper way to ride 
the bus by staying seated, waiting to move 
until the bus comes to a complete stop and 
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making sure to behave while on the bus. 

Driving your child to school 

Although they are still in the parent’s care, 
children are still at danger while in the car. 
Make sure they stay fastened with a func- 
tioning seatbelt that is appropriate for their 
age. Drop children off and pick them up in a 
non-congested area and keep an eye on them 
until they enter the building. 

“For children who are riding their bicycles 
to school, in accordance with the law, they 
should wear a helmet every time they ride. 
Children should not ride on the road without 
adult supervision until about the age of 10,” 
Summers said. 


Playground safety 
Besides knowing the dangers associated 
with transportation, parents should also be 
4 aware that an estimated 2.2 
million children ages 14 and 
under sustain injuries while 
in school each year, and in el- 
ementary schools 80 percent 
of students will see a school 
nurse for an injury-related 
complaint over a two-year period. The most 
common sites of injury are on playgrounds. 
Falls may be acommon occurrence, but seri- 
ous ones may need medical attention, so par- 
ents should stay alert while their children are 
playing and warn them of any dangers. 

Whatever the cause, kids are at greater risk 
of injury when unsupervised. A recent study 
found that children play without adult su- 
pervision more often on school playgrounds 
than on playgrounds in parks or childcare 
centers. Young children who play on equip- 
ment designed for older kids are also at in- 
creased risk.

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SPRINGFIELD — Brown bagging your 
child’s school lunch may just be the answer 
to ensuring healthy options at the lunch ta- 
ble, and the fact that your child doesn’t skip 
lunch. 

How many times have you heard the true 
phrase that “Breakfast is the most important 
meal of the day?” Research shows that those 
who don’t skip breakfast tend to do better in 
school. And, according to the American Di- 
etetic Association, lunch also plays a criti- 
cal role in a child’s overall health and school 
performance. When children skip lunch, 
they are likely to have trouble concentrat- 
ing in the classroom, lack energy for sports, 
and overeat low-nutrient, after-school 
snacks. 

As the school year quickly ap- 
proaches, many parents are 
searching for new and easy ways 
to keep their child’s lunch fun 
and nutritious. And, as obesity, 
especially in children, is identified 
as a major epidemic in our coun- 
try, 1t is important not only to pack 
healthy lunches, but also to ensure 
that your child is eating them and learning 
healthy habits. 

However, it 1s often a struggle for par- 
ents to figure out how to both please their 
own standards of “healthy,” as well as their 
children’s taste buds. Nancy Anderson RD, 
LDN, a pediatric registered dietitian at Bay- 
state Medical Center, offers a creative solu- 
tion to this everyday problem. 

“To minimize rejection of the lunch you 
packed, allow your child to assist in the pro- 
cess,” said Anderson, whose role as a Bay- 
state dietitian includes educating patients, 
parents, and the public about good nutrition. 

She suggests using the new USDA 
“Choose My Plate’ — which recently re- 
placed the food pyramid guide — to help find 
choices for your child’s lunch. Ask your 
child to choose one or two items from each 
food group that you have available. Think of 


a rainbow and try to include an unprocessed 
food item for each color of the rainbow 
when packing for a wholesome lunch. This 
is achieved by always including fruits and 
veggie options. 

“This is one way to give your children 
a little more control, while still bringing a 
healthy, well-balanced meal to school,” An- 
derson said. 

To start, the Baystate dietitian suggests 
varying types of bread used for sandwiches. 

“Ask your child to pick the type of bread 
he or she wants: pita, tortilla wrap, roll, ba- 
gel, English muffin, or hot dog bun. And, 
when using bread, try different whole grain 

varieties that help add a little fiber to 
jl the meal,’ added Anderson. 
( When it comes to filling the sand- 
wich, Anderson suggests low-fat 
items. Also, avoid processed 
meats which are high in salt 
and saturated fat, and nitrates. 


Choose leaner cuts of meat 
enc such as turkey breast, roast beef 
=> or ham. If bologna is a favorite, try 


lower-fat versions and limit pro- 
cessed meats to no more than one to 
two times weekly. 

To make the sandwich look bigger to your 
kids, fill it up with lettuce and tomato, shred- 
ded carrots, onions, sweet red peppers, or 
with any of their other favorites. Or to make 
the sandwich look fun and enticing, cut it 
into different shapes. 

Snack foods and desserts are another area 
for concern when packing your child’s school 
lunch. Anderson suggests changing the ma- 
jority of high-fat choices to low-fat alterna- 
tives that are still tasty and fun to eat. “If po- 
tato chips are a must, try baked potato chips 
or tortilla chips and salsa,’ Anderson said. 
Pretzels come in a variety of shapes, are natu- 
rally low fat, and are a better alternative than 
some snack crackers with more fat.

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SPRINGFIELD — The summer heat and vacations have 
caused many adults and children to become less active. But 
as school starts and fall approaches, adults and children will 
be heading to resume their favorite sports. 

But Dr. Julio Martinez-Silvestrini, staff physiatrist, Bay- 
state Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, warns those who 
remained relatively inactive during the summer months to 
“take it slow when resuming your favorite sport. 

“Getting yourself back in shape to play sports isn’t some- 
thing that happens overnight. The less fit you are, the more 
likely you will sustain an injury when you begin a vigorous 
sport or exercise regimen,” said Martinez-Silvestrini, noting 
it takes at least two weeks to get into even minimal shape for 
participating in a recreational sport you enjoy. 

Pre-season conditioning should include aerobic exercise, 
walking, cycling, or jogging, for 30 minutes, at least four 
times a week. It’s also important to include a minimum of 
15 to 20 minutes of weight training twice a week to get back 
into shape, noted. Martinez-Silvestrini. “Always do your 
warm-ups and cool-downs. If it’s important before and af- 
ter a game, it’s important before and after practice, too,’ he 
said. 

The Baystate physiatrist also reminds any youngster sign- 
ing up for a school sport, or even an adult who has been inac- 
tive for quite a while and is only now returning to sports or 
exercise to get a general physical exam beforehand. 

When it comes to team sports, most injuries — about 62 
percent — occur during practices, not games, but a national 
survey reveals that 33 percent of parents often do not take the 
same safety precautions during their child’s practice as they 
would for a game. Yet injuries associated with participation 
in sports and recreational activities account for 21 percent 
of all traumatic brain injuries among children in the United 
States. 

According to the U.S. Centers for Disease Control (CDC), 
participation in organized sports is on the rise. Nearly 30 
million children and adolescents participate in youth sports 
in the United States. High school athletes account for an es- 
timated two million injuries and 500,000 doctor visits and 
30,000 hospitalizations each year. More than 3.5 million 
kids under age 14 receive medical treatment for sports inju- 
ries each year. And children ages 5 to 14 account for nearly

4O percent of all sports-related injuries treated in hospitals. 
And, according to the CDC, more than half of all sports in- 
juries are preventable. 

Martinez-Silvestrini, who is fellowship-trained at the 
Mayo Clinic and board-certified in sports medicine, noted 
the most common types of sport-related injuries in children 
are sprains (mostly ankle), muscle strains, bone or growth 
plate injuries, tendonitis and contusions, although more seri- 
ous injuries, such as fractures, ligament or tendon tears may 
also occur. 

According to Safe Kids of Western Mass. led by Baystate 
Children’s Hospital, overuse injuries are responsible for 
nearly half of all sports injuries to middle and high school 
students. A recent report from the American Academy of 
Pediatrics (AAP) characterizes overuse injuries as “a micro 
traumatic injury to a bone, muscle or tendon that has been 
subjected to repetitive stress without sufficient time to heal 
or undergo the natural healing process.” The risks of overuse 
are more serious in the pediatric/adolescent athlete because 
the growing bone of the young athlete cannot handle as much 
stress as the mature bones of adults. 

To help prevent overuse injuries, Martinez-Silvestrini em- 
phasized never playing through an injury. “Get immediate 
help from a coach or trainer and be sure to mention every- 
thing that hurts or aches. All coaches should have a plan for 
dealing with emergencies,” he said. 

Youth sports with the highest rates of overuse injury in- 
clude: baseball, basketball, cheerleading, dancing, football, 
gymnastics, running, soccer, softball, swimming, tennis, and 
volleyball. 

A study reported in the journal of Pediatrics last year not- 
ed the incidence of emergency room visits for school-age 
athletes with concussions has more than tripled over the past 
decade. And if not treated properly, concussions can lead 
to long-term problems affecting memory and resulting in 
chronic headaches and learning difficulties. 

Martinez-Silvestrini reminds parents and coaches who 
think a player has sustained a concussion to immediately 
take him or her out of play and seek the advice of a health 
care professional as soon as possible so as to prevent what 
could be a career-ending injury. 

The Safe Kids of Western Mass. led by Baystate Chil- 
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Sports safety tips for adults and children 


dren’s Hospital offers the following precautions to help keep 
kids safe while playing sports outdoors: 

* Always wear appropriate protective gear for the activity 
— for practice as well as games — and make sure it’s the 
right size and properly adjusted. 

* Make sure responsible adults know and enforce the safe- 
ty rules of the sport, are present to provide supervision, and 
are trained in first aid and CPR. 

* Tf you’re playing outside, wear SPF 15 or higher sun- 
screen. 

* Follow the rules. In most sports, the rules are based not 
only on sportsmanship, but safety. 

*Stay hydrated. Drink plenty of water or electrolyte sports 
drinks before and during the activity, and rest frequently dur- 
ing hot weather.

AP scores improve 


Agawam High School has made great gains on students’ Ad- 
vanced Placement (AP) math, science, and English scores in 
partnership with the Mass Math + Science Initiative (MMSIJ), 
according to information just released by the College Board. 
Students at Agawam High School garnered 146 qualify- 
ing scores on math, science and English AP exams this year, 
up from 101 last year — a 45 percent increase. The number 
of qualifying science scores jumped from 30 to 40 (33 per- 
cent increase), while qualifying scores in Math increased by 
44 percent, from 32 last year to 46 this year. Agawam High 
made the greatest gains in English, jumping from 34 quali- 
fying scores last year to 46 this year (a 76 percent increase). 
Enrollment in math, science, and English AP classes at Aga- 
wam High School rose from 92 last year to 215 this year. 
AP courses are college-level classes taught in high school. Each 
course culminates with a May exam designed to measure each 
student’s mastery of the subject. Exams are graded on a scale 
of 1-5, with scores of 3, 4 and 5 considered passing or “‘qualify- 
ing” scores. More than 90 percent of four-year colleges in the 
United States and colleges in more than 60 other countries give 
students credit, advanced placement or both on the basis of AP 
Exam scores. 

“At Agawam High School, we are excited and proud of the 
commitment students and faculty have exhibited in challeng- 
ing themselves academically. The importance of preparing 
all students to be college and career ready is a major focus at 
AHS. We strive to increase opportunities for Agawam students 
to challenge themselves with more academic rigor so they are 
better prepared for the next steps once they graduate from the 
Agawam Public Schools. During the 2007 school year, there 
were 56 AP exams taken by Agawam High School students; 
this past school year, 409 AP exams were taken. The increase 1s 
largely due to working closely with the College Board and the 
Massachusetts Math and Science Initiative Grant,’ said Steve 
Lemanski, principal. “Agawam High School is in the second 
year of the partnership grant with MMSI. The grant is a match- 
ing grant between school districts and private organizations. 
The partnership has allowed increased financial support for the 
purchase of new technologies and textbooks for AP classes in

Anderson also suggests smaller snacks go over better than 
larger foods. Offer your child a choice of grapes, orange 
slices, pineapple chunks, melon cubes, berries, kiwi wedges, 
or even packaged fruit cups. For veggies, try baby carrots, 
cherry tomatoes, or pepper rings. Yogurt is another healthy, 
well-accepted snack, and it adds needed calcium, vitamin D 
and protein. 

Beverages can also be an issue with children’s lunches, and 
can be a source of empty calories. Soda, juice boxes, or even 
sport drinks should not be a mainstay of their school lunches 
since it only provides extra calories and sugar, with few nu- 
trients, Anderson noted. Water and low fat milk should be 
the only beverage choices. No child needs the extra sugar 
or electrolytes from sports drinks unless they sweat for at 
least one hour non-stop. Otherwise, they give only added,

unnecessary calories that should be obtained from real fruits 
instead. Send reusable water bottles that are filled half-way 
and put in the freezer the night before. Top them off with 
more water in the morning and your child will have cold 
water ready for lunch. 

“Remember, portion control is key. Kids shouldn’t fill up 
on snacks first and then not have room for the rest of their 
meal,” Anderson said. “They actually prefer smaller “bites’ 
of a variety of different food groups anyway, and it makes 
the lunch more interesting and fun.” 

And, don’t wait until the last minute to think about pack- 
aging that school lunch, cautioned Anderson. Last minute 
choices without planning ahead almost always result in se- 
lecting fat-laden, pre-packaged foods, she said.

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Western Mass swimmers make mark at YMCA National Swim 


Lacoste, Humel part of team

HOLYOKE — New England is not generally considered a 
hot bed of swimming when one takes into account the entire 
country. There have certainly been swimming stars from 
the region who have made their presence felt, such as Jenny 
Thompson, Ian Crocker and Erik Vendt, who all won medals 
at recent Olympics. But the vast majority of top level swim- 
mers tend to come from Florida, California and Texas with a 
smattering of other parts of the country. 

It was with that backdrop that the Holyoke YMCA girls 
team took third place at the 2011 YMCA Nationals at Geor- 
gia Tech University, July 26-29. The Vikings scored 426 
points and finished just 47 points behind second-place Wil- 
ton (Conn.) YMCA. The overall winner with 666 points was 
Middle Tyger YMCA of Spartanburg (S.C.). Rounding out 
the top five were ME Lyons (Cincinnati, Ohio) with 399 and 
North Shore Y (Beverly) with 380. In fact, three of the top 
five finishers would come from New England. 

How did the Holyoke Y do what they did? To begin, the 
was Meriza Werenski, of South Hadley and Holyoke Catho- 
lic, who won three individual events — only two other swim- 
mers did that. She was on five relays, which score double 
points and they did so with two seconds, a fourth, a sixth and 
a 14th. With that, Werenski tied for top points at the meet. 
Over the course of the meet, the 15 girls had 18 individual 
swims that scored at least one point. 

While they did not tally any points Holyoke sent four boys 
as well. 
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It was a spectacular meet for Werenski, who will be a ju- 
nior this year. Her three wins came in the 200-yard Indi- 
vidual Medley (2 minutes, 18.02), the 200-yard breaststroke 
(2:36.27); the 400-yard Individual Medley (4:57.09 and by 
more than 5 seconds). And Werenski took third in the 100- 
yard breaststroke (1:14.61) her other individual event. In ad- 
dition to that she was on all five relays entered by the team, 
helping her team to seconds in the 200-yard and 400-yard 
medleys; fourth in the 400-yard freestyle and sixth in the 
800-yard freestyle and 14th in the 200-yard freestyle — all 
of which scored points. She wound up tied for high points 
with Courtney Weaver of the Greater Flint (Mich.) YMCA 
and ahead of Katrina Konopka of the meet winning Middle 
Tygers. An added note was that Werensk1’s time in the 200- 
yard breaststroke would qualify for the Olympic trials, if 
they were being held this year. 

Kara Lacoste, of Chicopee Comp, was also a key figure 
for Holyoke Y. She scored individually with a seventh in the 
200-yard backstroke (2:23.10), 12th in the 100-yard back- 
stroke (1:07.84) and was the backstroker on the second place 
200-yard and 400-yard medley relays that went 2:06.06 and 
4:23.24 respectively. Lacoste also qualified for and swam 
in the 200-yard Individual Medley and the 100-yard breast- 
stroke. 

Colleen Humel, of Chicopee, was in the 50-yard, 100-yard 
and 200-yard backstrokes as well as the 100-yard freestyle 
with her top finish being 23rd in the 200-yard backstroke, 
just three places from scoring. 

Four boys went to the meet with recent Holyoke Catholic 
graduate, Philip Murphy, of Holyoke, being one. He did the 
100-yard, 200-yard, 400-yard and 800-yard freestyles. He 
was 31st in the 800-yard freestyle for his top finish. 

Not far behind in performance was Westfield’s Meaghan 
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Kwarcinski. While she did not win any events, she also 
scored in every one of her swims. Topping the list was a fifth 
in the 200-yard freestyle (2:08.17); a seventh in the 200-yard 
Individual Medley (2:24.10); a ninth in the 100-yard free- 
style (59.24); and an 11th in the 50-yard freestyle (27.60). 
She was also on all five relays along with Werenski, the only 
other swimmer from the team to do that. 

Amanda Lucia, of Easthampton, had a big fourth-place 
finish in the 400-yard Individual Medley (5:03.49); a sixth 
in the 200-yard butterfly (2:20.93); a 17th in the 100-yard 
butterfly (1:04.71). Lucia just missed points with a 21st in 
the 200-yard Individual Medley and also swam the 400-yard 
medley relay, which got a second. Hannah Katz, of Long- 
meadow, was 10th in the 50-yard butterfly and was part of 
another second as the flyer on the 200-yard medley relay. 
Katz also swam the 200-yard Individual Medley, the 100- 
yard and 200-yard butterflies. Sage Maggi also from Long- 
meadow scored in the 50-yard butterfly (29.55) with a 12th; 
in the 200-yard butterfly (2:23.30) with a 16th and also as 
part of the sixth place 800-yard freestyle relay. She made 
the 100-yard butterfly and 200-yard freestyle, as well. Jes- 
sica Harper, of Easthampton, got into the individual scoring 
with a 20th place in the 100-yard backstroke (1:08.24), while 
also scoring on three relays, the 200-yard, 400-yard and 800- 
yard freestyles. Harper swam the 200-yard Individual Med- 
ley and 100-yard freestyle too. Delaney Dyjak, of Ludlow, 
also picked up points as part of the 200-yard and 400-yard 
freestyle relays and swam individually in the 50-yard, 100- 
yard and 200-yard freestyles. There was Callie Phillips, of 
East Longmeadow, getting points in the 800-yard freestyle 
relay and also swimming as an individual in the 200-yard In- 
dividual Medley, 200-yard freestyle, 100-yard freestyle and 
100-yard breaststroke. Randy Katz, of Longmeadow, swam 
the 50-yard and 100-yard breaststrokes along with the 200- 
yard and 400-yard Individual Medleys. 

Along with Murphy, he boys were represented by Timothy 
Kwarcinski of Westfield; Collin Machat, of Easthampton, 
who swims at Northampton High; and Ciaran Dillon-Davi- 
son, of Amherst. Murphy did the 100-yard, 200-yard, 400- 
yard and 800-yard freestyles; Kwarcinski was in the 50-yard 
backstroke, 200-yard breaststroke and 400-yard Individual 
Medley; Machat swam the 50-yard, 100-yard and 200-yard 
freestyles; Dillon-Davison competed in the 200-yard Indi- 
vidual Medley, and the 100-yard and 200-yard butterflies. 
They swam as a foursome in the 400-yard and 800-yard free- 
style relays, as well as the 400-yard medley. 

Longtime Holyoke Y coach Randy Smith was in charge 
of getting the groups ready, but the preparation began quite 
some time ago, at the conclusion of the previous Y season. 

“While I try to get my swimmers thinking a year in ad- 
vance,” Smith said, “I am probably working four years 
ahead.” 

In 2010, the girls sent a delegation to the Y Nats and they 
finished 14th. When they returned, Smith got them together 
to discuss their performance and make plans to go forward. 
It was at that time that they made the commitment to do bet- 
ter, a lot better. 

Following the meet, the swimmers basically took the rest 
of the summer to rest with an eye on September to start pick- 
ing things up. That is when the winter swim season gets its 
start, both at the Y and in the club circuit of USS of which 
Holyoke is a part. Through the months of September, Octo- 
ber and November, the swimmers practice regularly and the 
first USS meets begin in the latter part of September, while 
the Y schedule begins a week or two later. 

In 2009, the YMCA sanctioned a virtual national meet, 
which Holyoke hosted. In that meet, several teams from the 
area swim against each other. Their times are then entered 
into a database and matched up with other similar meets 
around the country. While not actually swimming against 
others, the Holyoke swimmers can get a sense as to how they 
would fare in head to head competition. 

At the end of November, Holyoke has been using the New 
England seniors as a meet for high level competition and is 
their first real taper and shave meet. This is also the time that 
high school begins to get underway. 

Smith, understanding what high school means to these 
swimmers, walks a careful line for the next few months. 
While it does interrupt the regimen that he has set forth for 
his swimmers, he leaves it up to them as to what they want to 
do. As it is, the Holyoke Y has swimmers from 14 different 
high schools in the area. 

The swimmers will then complete the high school season, 
which usually ends in late February and will also compete in 
the rest of the YMCA season, which ends by the beginning 
of March. At this point, the swimmers are his, full time and 
this is when the yardage gets built up. 

Throughout the spring and early summer, the select team 
takes part in USS meets throughout the region, with Smith 
trying to get them as much competition as he can to keep 
them sharp. At the end of June, the Holyoke Y runs a long 
course meet to get them ready for Nationals. He lets them 
do the Bay State games, as it is also a long course meet with 
a trials and finals format. The last month is spent preparing 
for the big meet and if this year was any indication, the plan 
seemed to have worked quite well. 

“We have a mindset that the kids really embraced,’ he 
said. “We wanted the people who were attending the meet 
to say ‘Who were those people?’” Our guess is that they 
certainly accomplished that.
